This  is  the  sixth  volume  of  a  series  of  very  valuable 
ind  interesting  works,  published  in  uniform  binding, 
ind  generally  at  low  prices,  by  Messrs.  Marsh,  Capen 
and  Lyon,  of  Boston,  under  the  general  title  of  “Uni- 
vciUALisT  Librart.’’  As  the  five  elder  brethren  of  the 
feries  have  already  been  introduced  to  the  acquaintance 
of  a  reading  public,  (an  acquaintance,  I  trust,  profitalde 
tn  introducers  and  tiio<e  to  whom  they  have  been  intro- 
i|iii;«d,)  I  »it  down  to  officiate  as  herald  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  this  youngest,  but  I  hope  not  last,  of  "  the 
;jad  family.”  But  what  shall  I  say,  that  has  not  been 
Slid  already  by  my  editorial  brethren  at  the  East?

‘The  third  Lecture  was  almost  wholly  employ- 
fd  in  considering  the  meaning  of  the  word  Ac//.  Its 
derivation — the  ancient  and  modern  unilerstandimj 
of  it, — the  use  and  application  generally  made  of  it 
by  the  clergy  and  others,  kc. 

“  In  the  fourth  was  noticed  the  rich  man’s  pray- 
tr,  or  his  first  request  to  Abraham  ;  together  with 
'he  patriarch’s  answer.  We  gave,  also,  what  ii 
the  common  opinion  of  the  fcreal  gulf,  with  seve¬ 
ral  extracts  from  Adam  Clarke’s  commentary  upon 
It,  kc. 

‘In  the  fifth  Lecture,  we  considered  the  rich 
man’s  second  petition, — the  object  of  it,  together 
with  father  Ahraham’s  reply  to  this  also.  We  clos- 
eithis  Lecture  with  an  important  query,  cuntrarn- 
ingtlie  supposed  liability  of  mankind  to  future  eiid- 
les*  punishment.  In  all  these  Lectures,  we  stated, 
under  each  particular,  our  objections  to  the  com¬ 
monly  received  interpretation,  and  the  reasons  foi 
them. 

"  In  the  sixth  discourse,  we  commenced  giving.
